DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 63-69, 71 and 80 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Thome (5,645,528). Thome discloses all elements of the claims including 
a MW antenna (58) surrounded by a balloon or reservoir (36) which when inflated via a 
channel that extends through the catheter inherently can compress surrounding tissue; 
and a cooling channel for conducting liquid to remove heat emitted by the feed cable 
(col. 4, line 14-col. 7, line 21). Although the fluid contained within the intake lumens 
absorbs a portion of the MW energy, inherently a remaining portion would penetrate the 
region beyond the balloon and heat the surrounding tissue as well and two regions 
would be heated as claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-62 and 84-108 are allowed. 

Claims 70, 72-79 and 81-83 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
